For  every  i>assenger,  other  than  those 
hereinafter  excepted,  so  as  aforesaid  cros-  per  head 
sing  or  carried,  the  sum  of 12J  cents. 

And  for  every  pig,  sheep,  calf,  or  goat 
other  than  those  hereinafter  excepted,  so 
taken,  crossing,  or  carried,  the  sum  of 12J  cents. 

And  for  every  horse,  ass,  mule,  ox,  or 
cow,  other  than  those  hereinafter  excepted 
or  provided  for,  so.taken,  crossing,  or  car- 
ried as  aforesaid,  the  sum  of 50  cents. 

And  for  every  loaded  horse,  ass,  or  mule, 
other  than  those  hereinafter  excepted  or 
provided  for,  so  taken,  crossing,  or  carried 
(including  such  load)  the  sum  of 1 dollar. 


To  have,  hold,  and  enjoy  the  tolls,  rights,  and 
privileges  hereby  granted,  for  the  space  of  four  ye.ars, 
from  the  Twenty-fourth  day  of  March,  One  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy-four,  subject,  nevertheless, 
to  all  and  singular  the  rents,  ])rovisoes,  conditions, 
and  stipulations  of  these  presents.
